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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT — 


Mr. Chairman and Members of School Board: 
I hereby submit for your consideration my fifth 
annual report of the Woodstock schools. 


The schools have met the standard required by 
law with an enrollment of 154 pupils—three less than 
the previous year; the average membership was 141 
—a gain of four; the per cent of attendance was 95 
—a gain of one per cent; and 168 tardy marks—a 
reduction of 46 from the previous year. In spite of 
the severe winter, the records show a gain. 


The following pupils had a perfect record: High 
School—Lewis Hanson, Arthur Muchmore and Violet 
Woodbury; Grammar School—Howard Chase, Martha 
Couture, Rachel Smith, Clara Sawyer and Mary H. 
Weston; Primary—Arthur Chase; Woodstock—Ken- 
neth McCormack. 


The teachers recorded the following visits: 18 by 
members of the school board, 213 by citizens and 
others and 319 by the superintendent. . 


The school census taken last September shows 82 
boys and 64 girls or a total of 146 who are between 
the ages of five and sixteen years. Of those, 133 
were reported in’school September 30th. 


The medical examination required by law was 
made by Miss Jean Kelly, Lincoln District Nurse. Very 
little has been done by the parents to correct the de- 
fects noted and reported to them by the nurse. I wish 
it were possible to get better co-operation in the mat- 
ter of health of school children. 


The survey of vaccination made last fall as re- 
quired revealed the following: 148 pupils registered 
of those 116 had been successfully vaccinated, 6 vac- 
cinated unsuccessfully three times, 7 certified as un- 
fit, and 19 not vaccinated, immune or legally excused. 
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Two drinking fountains have been purchased and 
installed in the North Woodstock school building. 


The Woodstock school building was thoroughly 
renovated during the summer. The lighting was cox- 
rected, two partitions put in to make warm coat rooms, 
more slate boards added, ceilings covered with wall 
board and all painted two coats. Also a new chimney 
was added for the new heater, the wood-shed leveled 
and cement posts put under it. 


At North Woodstock, the walls and ceilings of the 
class-rooms were morescoed, a steel ceiling put in- 
to the commercial room and the room painted. The. 
plastering and furniture in this building is in very 
bad condition and should receive attention another 
summer. 


Three ‘changes occured in the teaching force at 
the close of the year—two in the high school and one 
at Woodstock. The present teaching force is: High 
School—Gladys P. Twitchell, Marion Downing, Hazel 
V. Corliss; Grades—Elizabeth Thompson, Frances Mc- 
Cormack and Blanche A. Baston; at Woodstock, Gram- 
~mar—stella Tuttle; Primary—Dorothea Boland. The 
professional training is as follows: two are college 
graduates, one is a three year normal graduate, three 
are two year normal graduates, and two with high 
school plus study at summer normal schools. 


The high school has been reported by Miss 
_ Twitchell, head master, and her report is appended 
and made a part of this report. 


The music has been under the direction of Mrs. 
Marion Burnell, Lincoln, who is a normal graduate, 
besides special study in music, and a teacher of ex- 
perience. Good progress has been made in lower 
grades while not so much in the upper grades and 
high school. The reason seems to be that the pupils 
in the higher grades do not know the fundamentals 
and cannot read the music and further, are unwilling 
to make the effort required to learn to read it, there- 
fore, they do not enjoy the class and the results are 
not pleasing due to a lack of early knowledge of fun- 
damentals. A short report of the music is made by 
Mrs. Burnell. 
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Standard and other tests have been given in dif- 
ferent subjects as a check upon the efficiency of our 
work. Established standards are used as a measure 
of results in place of personal opinions. They set a 
definite goal to be reached and indicate the weak spots 
in the teaching. 


Last November, the State Board of Education 
gave a special test in arithmetic and spelling to the 
eighth grades. It was the Springfield test of 1846 
that was given to their ninth grade, or first year high 
school pupils—a select class. Our eighth grade, who 
averaged about two years younger, did con- 
siderably better than the Springfield pupils. 
The average for the Springfield pupils in 
arithmetic was 29.41% and for spelling 
40.65%. The average for the eighth grade in 
N. H. was in arithmetic 49.26% and in spelling 67.24% 
The average for the Woodstock eighth grades is, in 
arithmetic, 71.3% and in spelling 73.3%, in other 
words, our eighth grade beat the Springfield record in 
arithmetic 41.89% and in spelling 32.65%. The 
standard for spelling words is 74% and our children 
missed the standard by .7 of one per cent. 


| We are placing special emphasis, this year, upon 
thought reading in place of word calling, reasoning 
in arithmetic in place of guessing, systematic study 
of spelling, practicing for better writing, and trying 
to express what we have to say in the best possible 
English. We do not expect to reach perfection by 
the close of the year but we do hope for marked im- 
provements. The efficiency of the teaching, thor- 
oughness of the drills, and the interest of the chil- 
dren determine the amount that may be accomplished. 
We are looking for greater gains in the future and 
ask for assistance and co-operation from all that our 
yearly strides may be longer.

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HIGH SCHOOL REPORT 


Superintendent A. J. Knowlton: 
I am submitting to you my fifth annual report 
of Woodstock High School. 


The school opened in September with registra- 
tion of 29 divided as follows—5 Seniors, 4 Juniors, 
13 Sophomores and 7 Freshmen. This is not quite 
as large as last year due to the small entering class. 


The Commercial Course continues to be the most 
popular one, there being but one taking the Latin. 


The Seniors and Juniors are taking Chemistry 
this year. The work in that course is very satisfac- 
tory the laboratory being well equipped for Chem- 
istry. 

From the play which the high school gave: in 
December $97.00 were cleared, a part of which will be 
used to defray the expenses of graduation. 


Mr. James P. Roberts has offered prizes of $5., 
$3., and $2., for the best essays on “The Powers and 
Duties of the Selectmen of Woodstock.” The purpose 
of this is to encourage good work in English and to 
arouse an interest in town affairs. The essays are 
to be passed in some time before the end of the win- 
ter term. They will be judged by three, Well-quali- 
fied people, not connected with the school. 


The school spirit is very good. There has been 
an improvement in that each year. 


It might be of interest to know that of the twelve 
graduates of the school in the last two years, three 
are teaching, two are in Plymouth Normal School, one 
in N. H. University, two in a business school and one 
has attended an automobile school.

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WOODSTOCK MUSIC REPORT 


To the Superintendent: 


The supervisor has visited the North Wood- 
stock schools once each week since the opening. Ow- 
ing. to the fact that music has not been a regular, 
systematic study, heretofore, the work has necessar- 
ily been somewhat slow. 


The first two grades are practically where they 
should be, however. The staff, G clef and checkmark 
(placing do) have been taught. Much _ individual 
work has been done and considerable time has been 
spent in ear training. The children can read simple 
four measure exercises from the board without help 
from the teacher. 


_ The following kinds of notes: have been taught: 
Quarter, half, dotted half and whole. The scale up and 
down has been taught and the class can sing some of 
the skips contained in the scale from dictation, such 
as, do, mi, sol, etc. 


About a dozen rote songs have been taught with 
special attention to good tone. 


- The third, fourth and fifth grades have done some 
of the above work as a basis from which to start their 
regular work. 


In continuing, they have learned to read some 
fairly difficult exercises from the board, relying whol- 
ly upon themselves. They have learned the names 
of the fifteen keys and how to tell the name of the 
key when sharps or flats are in the signature. 


When the teacher has placed an exercise on the 
board, the children first count the sharps or flats to 
determine the key. Then they proceed to find the first 
syllable note and complete the exercise. In this way 
the children have a definite knowledge of reading mu- 
sic. 


Two rhythms have been taught and a third will 
soon be presented, 
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Ordinarily the rote song is discontinued in the 
fourth grade, but owing to the fact that the children 
have not had many rote songs, I thought it advis- 
able to teach several in order that the tone might be 
improved. 


In the sixth, seventh and eighth grades the work 
takes a different form. Part music is sung and thus 
far we have been singing three part music. 


The class has made good improvement and I ex- 
pect it to continue to the end of the year. It will 
be possible to sing some three part songs for gradua- 
tion. 


The work in Woodstock has been similar to the 
work in North Woodstock. The school is graded a 
little differently so the work has been adjusted to meet 
the situation. Owing to the few singers in the upper 
grades it has been possible to sing two part music 
only. The graduation class will sing with the pupils 
of North Woodstock. 


The high school work has been unison chorus. 


The supervisor has had hearty co-operation from 
teachers and pupils who have made the results pos- 
sible and the work congenial.
